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This—From Italy 


The nearest approach to an excuse 
for rejecting President Roosevelt's re- 
quest that has occurred to the Nazi or 
Fascist press comes from LI Popolo 
D'Italia. It “denies the President had any 
right to intervene in European questions 
because his country is not directly inter- 
ested and because he personally has not 
the slightest claim to assuming the role 
of friendly and impartial mediator.” 

In plain language the proposition thus 
laid down is that it is none of the business 
of the United States whether or not 
Europe is to be kept in turmoil, inter- 
national trade strangled and blocked, and 
its peoples successively deprived of the 
right of self-government and national 
existence. Waiving other considerations, 
a creditor, it appears, is not entitled to 
even ask whether his debtors are to be 
compelled to squander their substance in 
preparing for war instead of paying their 
debts. Coming semi-officially from the 
ally of the chief delinquent, this sugges- 
tion makes up in impudence what it lacks 
in moral decency. 

But the Italian memory is as bad as 
the Italian logic. It seems to be forgotten 
at Rome that if the country of President 
Roosevelt had not intervened in Euro- 
pean questions twenty odd years ago— 
questions in which it was not “directly 
interested’’ —- Signor Mussolini and his 
associates and countrymen were in fair 
prospect of learning the goose-step under 
German or Austrian or Bulgarian or 
Turkish drill sergeants. Gratitude might 
at least prompt a civil reply to a civil 
question from the head of a country that 
helped to save Italy when it couldn't 
save itself. 


A Job for Everybody 


As it did last year, the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce is sponsoring a spring 
clean-up and beautification campaign. 
The object of course is to give the city as 
attractive an appearance as possible. This 
year there is the unique incentive that a 
few weeks hence Edmonton will have to 
pass inspection by Their Majesties, and 
by many thousands of outsiders who will 
come to help welcome them. It is desir- 
able surely that the city shall look its best 
on that occasion. 

That a good deal of spring cleaning-up 
is urgently required no one needs to be 
told. That is inevitable after five months 
of winter. Raking and burning rubbish, 
disposing of the winter’s accumulation of 
tin cans, and other spring chores of the 
recurrent type can accomplish marvels in 
the way of neatness. As to repairing 
buildings and fences, and applying a coat 
of paint where that is required, the oppor- 
tunities for improvement are unlimited. 
And if the beautification idea is to be 
carried into positive effect, there are also 
flower beds to be made, trees to be trim- 
med, and numberless other ways in which 
the impression created by the appearance 
of the city can be greatly bettered. 

The civic authorities are backing the 
campaign, but if it is to be really success- 
ful the citizens generally will have to lend 
their interest and each carry out what- 
ever improvements may be required to 
give as pleasing an effect as possible to 
home surroundings and all private prem- 
ises, That they will do this is to be hoped, 
and may surely be expected. The cam- 
paign is under way rfow, the weather is 
favorable, time is passing, and action is

Hungary has formally affixed itself to 
the Berlin- Rome axis, “sg: eously” 
according to Premier Telc} There is ho 
reasoh to doubt the spontaneity, as there 
never was reason to doubt which way its 
Sympathies and ambiti pulled Hun- 
gary wants Transylva: which it lost to 
Rumania in the war. It also wants a part 
of Yugoslavia, Since profited by Hit- 
ler’s ramp to the ext of grat bing one 
province of Czechoslovakia, it no doubt 
hopes to gain these other objectives by 
help of the dictators or with their consent. 
Prospect of securing the coveted territory 
otherwise than by their approval and 
through their manipulation there was 
none. Hungary's adherence to the axis 


thus represents no loss or prospective 
loss to the anti- aggression forces, for 
there never was the slightes: chance that 
it would line up with Rumania —and invite 
the fate of Albania and Czechoslovakia. 
In the negotiations under way between 


the axis powers and Poland, the new 
partner in the alliance of threat is being 
used to soften Polish resistence to what- 
ever the Fuehrer wants on his north- 
eastern front; Hungary and Poland being 
on friendly terms and partners in the 
plunder of the Czech state. Probably 
what the Fuehrer wants is Dantzig. If so, 
he likely will get it. Dantzig does not be- 
long to Poland. It was established as a 
free city under protection of the League 
of Nations. The Poles built a rival port 
at the end of the famous “corridor”, 
evidently foreseeing that some day the 
free city would be absorbed in East 
Prussia. 

So long as the Fuehrer’ does not try 
to pry off a slice of Polish territory in the 
corridor or in Silesia, the Poles are not 
likely to fight over Dantzig, and unless 
they elect to fight their reciprocal pacts 
with Britain and France will have no 
bearing on the case. The annexation of 
that city would be an important gain to 
Hitler and another defeat for the League, 
but it would neither weaken or involve the 
anti-aggression group. 

Editorial Notes 

One member of parliament thinks the 
Prime Minister should not accompany 
the King and Queen on their tour across 
Canada, because there may be a general 
election this year. Quite likely if the 
Prime Minister had planned otherwise, 
the same or some other member would 
be accusing him of lacking loyalty, or hos- 
pitality, or something. There are just as 
queer people in parliament as there are 
out of it. 


The Provincial Government is to ap- 
point a board of five men to direct re- 
search work into the causes and cure of 
cancer. There will be unqualified ap- 
proval of this in every quarter. It is to 
be supposed those chosen will be the best 
obtainable for the work. If so, the object 


will justify a generous expenditure of 
public money, for in this province as else- 
where the disease is levying a terrible 
toll of suffering and death. 


The burning of a French liner at Le 
Havre may have been due to an accident. 
But the circumstances, and the simul- 
taneous outbreak of fire in several parts 
of the ship, make the incident look like 
the work of saboteurs. The French police 
seem to have positive suspicion that it 
was the doing of foreign agents. If their 
investigations support that view, the 
criminals will have done unintended hard- 
ship to large numbers of people in many 
parts of the world. For if the Paris was 
destroyed deliberately by alien political 
agents, suspicion against foreign residents 
of other countries will be excited — most 
of whom will, of course, be guiltless of 
any criminal act or intent.

A well-known Government official, identified 
in the news columns as “spokesman for the com- 
mittee in charge of arrangements for the Royal 
Visit,” made this statement the other day:

If we are natural 
and dignified, if we let Their Majesties see the 
fervor of our welcome and the pleasure we feel 
in their visit, we may be quite sure they will not 
be concerned in the least about our sartorial 
standards.—Ottawa Journal, 


Metal Exports To Germany 


From a report by the Canadian Trade Com- 
missioner at Berlin, published in the 
Commercial Intelligence Journal. 


Germany is an importer of a large and varied 
number of ores, minerals and metals. In most 
cases there is a complete lack of these within 
the country itself, while the needs of industry 
are substantial. Among the supplying countries 
Canada occupies a most important place and, 
collectively, ores, minerals and metals account 
for a large proportion of the total exports from 
Canada to Germany. 

Among the individual commodities under the 
classification of ores and minerals, asbestos is 
one of the most important, Canada being the 
leading source of supply. During 1938 total im- 
ports from all sources weighed 28,795 metric tons 
—an increase from 24,024 tons the year previous. 
As regards last year’s figures, 19,854 tons were 
from Canada, and Rhodesia, the only other sup- 
plier of importance, was credited with 4,980 tons, 
It will thus be seen that Canada supplied 69 per 
cent of Germany’s total imports by volume and 
63.3 per cent by value. Imports from Canada 
have increased from their 1937 level, when the 
weight was 15,195 tons. 

Imports of lead ore totalled 141,288 tons. 
Canada was credited with 28 tons. Yugoslavia 
was the principal source of supply, with New- 
foundland in second place. Canada was shown 
as the country of origin for 95 tons of gold ore. 
Total imports of nickel ore weighed 34,315 tons, 
Canada supplying 13,368 tons. Additional im- 
ports were credited to Burma and Netherlands 
India. The statistics also credit Canada with 
17 tons of iron slack and waste, and seven tons of 
lead and zinc slack and waste. 

Among the products of metallic origin im- 
ported from Canada in 1938, there were also 610 
tons of ferro silicon, as compared with 408 tons 
in 1937. Imports of ferro silicon in 1938 totalled 
18,195 tons. Norway was by a wide margin the 
principal source of supply. Canada was listed as 
having shipped 32 tons of barium, lead, sodium, 
and nickel alloys. Imports of carbon black 
aggregated 11,805 tons. The United States sup- 
plied 11,225 tons and Canada 355 tons. 

In 1938 Canada was credited with 566 tons 
of cast iron scrap. Total imports of this item 
weighed 136,366 tons. The United States supplied 
41,879 tons, Belgium 33,086 tons, the United 
Kingdom 31,238 tons, and the Netherlands 15,133 
tons, 

In comparison with preceding years, the 
quantity of aluminium imported into Germany 
from Canada was of importance and assisted 
considerably in the heavy increase of 1938 im- 
ports against those of 1937. During 1938 the 
total volume of raw aluminium entering the 
country weighed 14,520 tons. The respective 
figures for the year before were 3,644 tons. 
Canada was in first place among the countries of 
origin with 5,843 tons, 

Lead imports from Canada devlined in 1938 
in comparison with the year before, the respec- 
tive figures being 159 tons and 712 tons. The 
total imports of raw lead in 1938 weighed 75,326 
tons. Mexico with 42,616 tons was by a wide 
margin the leading country of origin 

The German trade statistics classify zinc im- 
ports under several headings, but only in one of 
these does the name of Canada appear. This is 
for fine zinc, which is almost chemically pure. 
The total volume of this item entering the coun- 
try last year was 16,150 tons. Norway supplied 
13,187 tons and Canada 828 tons. 

The total imports of refined nickel in the raw 
state went up from 3,365 tons in 1937 to 3,984 tons 
in 1938. In the last-named period the United 
Kingdom was credited with 1,272 tons, Norway 
with 923 tons, the United States with 949 tons, 
and Canada with 652 tons. In 1937 imports from 
Canada weighed 133 tons. 

Raw refined copper is an important article in 
German-Canadian trade. Total German imports 
under this heading rose from 169,919 metric tons 
in 1937 to 272,400 tons in 1938. Rhodesia, the 
United States, Chile, and the Belgian Congo out- 
ranked Canada as countries of origin. Canada 
supplied 18,994 tons as compared with 6,414 tons 
the year before. 

In addition to raw copper Germany imported 
copper scrap and offal to the total weight of 
27,307 tons. The United States supplied close to

They saw these two 
powerful nations hand Spain over to the enemy 
and starve democracy into surrender for fear lest 
a government victory would aid democracy in 
Europe. The pretext that Russia aided the Span- 
ish government doesn’t help the case. It was the 
duty of the Russian government to sell munitions 
to this sister government in Spain, faced by a 
Fascist insurrection. Having in mind the way in 
which the Chamberlain government helped be- 
tray democracy in Spain and how France be- 
trayed the Czechs in their hour of need, Russia 
has cause to demand a clear agreement. 

I know that Chamberlain's defenders urge 
that he could do no other than agree to the Pact 
of Munich, because Britain was not prepared for 
defense. I think there is truth to that contention. 
But that doesn’t absolve British statesmen. A 
country so wealthy as Britain and faced by 
aggressive dictators breathing open threats, and 
active in aggression in Spain, ought never to 
have been in a state of unpreparedness, I'm not 
a bloodthirsty chap, but I could see men sent 
to the scaffold for allowing thg national defenses 
to get into a state of unpreparedness There was 
no excuse for it. It’s a form of treason. Yet no- 
body seems even to have lost his afternoon cup 
of tea over it.

—even other folks’ war, because it fears it might 
be dragged in. 

“Secondly, the U.S.S.R, would like to play 


with Britain, despite its distrust—or possibly . 


dwindling skepticism—of Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain. But the Russians are not hostile 
to Germany as such. They are hostile to German 
aggression. Yet they are willing to be friends 
with Germany if Germany will only behave. 

“They do not like the German Government, 
and they do not, I venture to suggest, think the 
British Government is aces. Neither do they 
fall over themselves in admiration of the Polish 
Government and the ingenious Colonel Josef 
Beck, its foreign minister. But being realistic- 
minded the Russians reckon that the British Em- 
pire plus France is still a better bet than Ger- 
many even plus Italy. 

“So if the British will play—but play on Rus- 
sian terms, meaning a hard-and-fast contract 
without ambiguities—they will be glad to play 
too.”

Owing to very low water, the 
ford across the North Saskatche- 
wan river, about a mile west of 
the ferry at Rocky Mountain 
House, is less hazardous this spring 
than for many years. The ford has 
been in use for over 200 years, 
having been used by white men as 
far back as 1714. 

The ferry, which was installed 
in 1909, cannot be used in the 
spring and fall because of ice in 
the river, During the seasons of 
the year when the ice on the river 
is too thin to support traffic or 
hindering the ferry from being put 
in use, the ford is the only means 
of travelling across the river. 

Settlers are permitted to walk 
across the railway*bridge, but mo- 
torists are fined if caught on the 
bridge with their cars. 

Thirty years ago when the set- 
tlers and surveyors were crowding 
in, the ford was in constant use 
since there was no ferry. Since 
1909 the ford has not been used to 
any great extent except by Indians. 
Fording is still too risky a trip for 
most persons, as a step too far in 
any direction may plunge the ford- 
er into 20 feet of swift water. Doz- 
ens of persons have lost their lives 
in the past while trying to cross 
the river by the ford.

High tribute was paid by Judge 
Bury to Rev. W. H. Davies who 

was killed overseas while carrying 
stretchers in front of the trenches 
Mr. Davies had those qualties, of 
being first and man and then a 
clergyman and that is the type of 
person the diocese wants in these 
days. 

“Our first bishop, Bishop H. A. 
Gray, was a doctor of humanity 
and a man who has always an 
open heart with a steady flow of 
help for all in distress. 

“These two men along with Rev. 
Arthur Murphy and the late Dr. 
MecQueen are honored above all 
for their dignity and character,” 
His Honor concluded 

Judge Bury who first attended

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GAME BIRDS ON 
INCREASE, SAYS 
PROF. W. ROWAN 


“Game birds in Alberta are de- 
finitely on the increase,” Dr. Wil- 
liam Rowan, professor of zoology 
of the University of Alberta and 
authority on the habits of the bird 
life declared at a meeting of the 
Robertson United Church men’s 
club Thursday evening. 

The birds increase and decrease 
through a ten-year cycle he ex- 
plained and the cycle is on the up- 
ward bend with its peak to be 
reached in 1942 and 1943. 

There will be plenty of game 
here this autumn, Dr. Rowan con- 
tinued, but if true bird-lovers wish 
to preserve the province’s game 
they must do away with cats. It is 
not the sportsman who decimate 
the birds, for if they are shot out 
of one district they come in from 
an adjoining one. 

Dr. Rowan spoke briefly of his 
own work which has been termed 
“a miracle of migration” wherein 
he works on the theory that migra- 
tion of birds is caused by the ac- 
tion of light and has proven that 


praised the layman for his work
